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hoj>ad to uso him as a CE agont, but had no tire boforo ho loft in Hay 43.' 
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"OHSL" i a Bulgarian tobacoo merchant who was the representative of a 
Canaan firm in SOFIA, and through business travels in TUIiKEY provided information ’ 
on Turkish defences, cto. to HlEHIl at ILJfiiJILI. Souroo wanted to employ him on 
CE work in TUHKEI, but again thcro was no time to achieve anything boforo he left 
PLOVDIV in lioy. 

Sourco was planning to build up an organ! sation in TURKEY which non 
intended to appear as a CE network but in fact should hava nothing vhataoovor to 
do with intelligence. Ho hoped that the Turks and tho Allied 1,3, would then 
waste tino in following up tho supposed notoork, \hilo a real network which ho 
also intended to build up could thus have raoro chance of escaping unnotioed. 

The supposod network was to take over some kind of businoss whioh would bo 
doliboratoly inactive end to raako itself as suspicious as possiblo in every way. 

He investigated two special caso3 while with "STiJI", largely through 
agonts of HUBQ1, , It was rumoured that thoru was a relative of the f ameua 
DUHTHOFF of tho Third International in STAHA ZAUGRa, but Source found no traoo 
of him. It was also rumoured that thoru waa a British I.S. network in DEDEjG-hTSCH, 
and Souroo ordered "STEP&W" and some of HmiEH’3 agonts and soiaa of the TTT (h) 

Stelle at KjV. iTJ'A to investigate this. (Ho oannot rer.iembor which agents he used, 
but says thoy woro all small-time agonts). A number of conflicting reports 
wore produced, and Source concluded that tho rumour was without foundation. 



(0) Konst West I and HI, SKOFUE 

(1) - Formation and Punotions 

Tho Konst wa 3 formed in May 43, u/o Hauptmann Dr. STHITIL-S-lUKR, tho 
former Leitar of tho. Dionststolle I and III at BIlisDy, which was nov» replaced by 
the Konst in SKOFUE. He took with him Hauptmann Dr. GOEBEL, Sdf "G" BEKH, as 
interprotor and accoywtant, and probably the V/T operator, NU. ' The functions of 
the Konst were I and in P activities against the TITO and imd-iILOVIC forces, 
which activities in- practice were almo st identical, CB against tho allied 1.3, in 
JUGOSLAVIA, intolligonco on political tronds and partisans in Eastern 'AIILJIIA, 
intelligence on Bulgarian policy in UgEDONlA and THRACE and in the noutral zone 
between Northern GREECE and BULGARIA, CB work against the- Turlcish Consulate in 
3X0PUE, and III work on mining industries in iLESDOriL... 



- (ii) Organisation and Personnel 

When Source become IConst Lciccr, Hauptmann Dr, STRATIL-SIAUER wont to 
TIRANA to form a small Dionststelle for work against . .TIU NTA, but this cm». under 
SOFIA direct , not under Source. STRATIL-SAUER took ovor two Obltns from Ast ■ 
BEXGHABE to assist him. This Dicnststolla was dissolved in Oot 43.

Source brought thi3 agent with him from PLOVDIV, whore ho continued 
to visit tho Turkish Consulate. . Source hoped that ho would ouccood in dis covor— 
irsg espionage aotiviti03 on tho port of tho Turkish Consulate in 3K0FLJE, but ho 
did not do so. On one occasion Source sent him to SALONICj, .to investigate a 
possible case of ospionago for tho British 1.3, "STEFAN" had cooo to know a 
cdrolc of Grooks in SKOPLJE whoa ho 3uspcctcd of having connections with tho 
Allied I.S. , ond ono of then had a friend in S.XOHIKA vho was employed by a 
Gcsjsan unit, "STEFjiN" 3uococdod in discovering nothing cither in SiXONICa. or 
SKOEUB. ' - ' 

(2) Serbian Girl. NU 

In Jun 43 Sourco took an a Serbian girl who had come to know a 
Bulgarian from a garrison in PLOVDIV who was on loavo in SKOPLJE. This man 
had told her that ho wns on a sccrot mission for tho British, and hod tho task 
of preparing hidden stores of woapons in the GitnDSKQ oron (South -Bast of SKOPLJE). . 
Ho kind said that ho would bo returning to SKOPUE , and had suggested that sho 
should help him. Eo had a brothor who was a chemist in STIP. Ho did not 
return to SKOPLJE, and Source tried to traco him in PLOVDIV" and STEP, without ' 
result. He heard from Punkabnehr reports that there was a British officer aid 
W/T operator in GRADSKO, who wore workine on \ho sotting up of an KQ (Borgs tab) 
for tho MIKHAJXOVIC forces, and that this offioor uas under the orders of anothar 
British officer at K0JKAK(?) 

(3) K.a,DflTEPP(?) alias ’’SOKOL" 

This: mar. was a Macedonian from VELES who had been recruited by GCEBEL. 

Ho was sot to penetrate tho ilacodonian Cominist organisation in SKOHJE, and 
succeeded in discovering i/hat ordora the Comoonists wero receiving from MOSCOW, 
and vhat requests thoy wore inking. The ilacodonian Coaounist3 were under tho 
orders of tho D3LGSAD2 Connunists, and "SOKOL" found out that BELGRADE had 
roquosted MOSCOW for two n/l -operators to be sont. Source planned to supply- 
two agont3 to offer themselves os rv/T operators, and so penctrato tho 
organisation further, but tlroo operators wore acquired by tho group, , and tho 
sohoco foil through. Tho Amkabwohr was informed and watched out for their 
transmissions to begin, but nothing was over picked up. ’ 

"SOKOL” told Sourco that ho had formerly boon employed by a Serbian 
Lt, with home in NISH, and had supplied him v/i th- information about the Comeuniats / 

in itlCEDCtllA, whioh ho imeginod ho then passed on to the Allies. This was boforo 
the German invasion of JUGOSLAVIA. Tho Lt, whose name was J.JIOVIC , was now in 
jUICARA., and "SOKOL" had had a postcard from him in Jen 43, smuggled out of 
TURKEY by a Bulgarian railwayman, in which he asked "SOKOL" to give his greetings 
to hia. wife in NISH, "SOKOL" had assumed that JANOVIC wanted hia to continue 
to supply information, aid Source though! it worth while to try to follow the 
matter up. Accordingly lie sent "SOKOL" to NISH with foodstuffs for JANOVIC 1 s 
wife, and when "SOKOL" returned he said that I 10 had a letter from tho wife to 
JANOVIC which ho could sand to JIKARA via a railwayman at PEROT, North-Nest of 
SOFIA. Souroo ejcamLnod the letter, which appeared to bo quite hormloss, and 
had it sont on to PIROT through SOFIA. No thing more however was heard frem 
JANOVIC. 
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The most iLfortant sido of "SOKOL"® work v/aa hi a penetration of the HQ 
of tOKHiUlOVIQ known as Borstal) 153(?), posire as a MXHAILOVIC supporter. The 
! OC wag Obllod 3IANKQVIC, alias "PRIfCKI". Ho brought hack full details of Uio 

personnel of tho Stab and thoir intentions, and also discovered til at tiiero were 
two British officers and an NCO and a Pto as -Yf/T operator attached to tho group. 

. During his visit to JANOVIC's wife at NISH he had mot a Colonol DURIC, who was 

i/o another M3KIAIL0VIC HCj, Borgstab HO, at ICOSKaJC (?), and by maintaining the 
oontaflta ha made thoro ho discovored that DURIC was planning to dosort to TITO, 

I which he did some tins towards tho beginning of 44. A British IiO was also 

attaohod to hint. 

I (4) Tho SOTTAs 

I Source recruited thoso two Italians, husband and wifa,, about Sep A3, 

j; BOTIA was a Captain in an Albanian Fascist 3n, based on TETOVO, -which had fought 

foy the Italians and oftor tho Armistice continuod on the aids of tho Germans. 

Hla wife who a member of a Fascist Woman' s Organisation also in TETOVO, DOHA, 
ptxnfldod Sa^Eflo with information on Albanian politios and partisans, and hi3 
wife played a part in a case which Sourco nover cleared up satisfactorily; he 
j sayg that ho is not 3uro whether ,a great deal of what Sgra BOTEA told him on tho 

( matter Was not tho result of hor socov/hat hysterical nature and the imaginoft 

j . result of tho roe diunis tic pov/ors which sho olairoed for liorsolf. 

1 About 25 Sep 43 Sgra DOTTA reported to Sourco in grout uxciteusnt that 

1 she had 3oen in SKDELJE a man whom she had known in aTHKiS when sho was working for 

I the Italian Intelligence there. ' Ho was a shipping owner who livod in jJMENS and 

1. went U*dcr the nano of BIXAN and eloirod to bo a Turkish Joy/. Bio Italian 

| IntclligonjQ , with tho help of Sgra BOTIA, 03tablishod that ho had provided the 

, British with, arras (Source i3 not sure of -this) and it was believed that ho was 

in fagt on Irishman with a nano something liko FAELHGER# In SKOPLJE she had 
seen him talking to anothor roan and had followed thon both into, tho Turkish quarter. 
3 IRAN Trent into a oortain houso and cam out with cmrelopo in hi3 hand, and thon 
wont oj t° tho Hoslam cunotery. There ho disappeared for a short time, and when 
1 ho camo cut Sgra' BOTIA folio-nod him to another house in the Turkish quarter vhero 

ho remained for some tamo.. She did not wait for him, to corje out but wont back to 
, the eansteiy, and oftor a search discovered a book hidden botwoen two gravestones. 

( It was an English book of short stories, vdth oortain pogo nuubers written out - on 

one of tha blank pages at the front. On the pages indicated certain letters 
j ware underlined, as if in a oode. Inside tho book there was a torn up letter of 

j vhioh oould still be deciphered "A liorry Christmas from Qaptoin , , . (nano forgotten) , 

j y There was no date on tho lottor. Sgra BOTEV had not token the book av/oy, but 

I- left it There it was. . 

3ourco new vent along to tho cemetery himsolf, and examined the objects. 
They also found another envelope, and inside :i printed Noyy Year's Greoting card, 
also in Englidi, vdth the signature of the sano Captain and, this tire, his wife. 

■ There ware a number of pencil dots on tho card, and a further How Year' s greeting 
written in ink. The fourth digit of the year nurber had bean torn off, e.g. 

194... Souroo did not liko to take tho objects away for fear of arousing 
suspicion, and did not like to have the cemetery put under constant watch for tho 
same reason. Ho told Sgra B0TT.V to watch out for 5ITAN or tho man iie had soon 
him with. Sgra BOTEV saw this man again in tho Turkish quarter some weeks 
later, but after an Allied air raid which destroyed this quarter almost 
oonpletoly he disappeared and won not seen again. 

As 3 HAN was not to be found Source told Sgra BOTT.V to go to tho 
1 Turkish Consulate in SKOFUE and ask -.There he v/as to bo found, Tho Consul 

I- told hor that he know no-one of that none, but ?hon sho described him ho -said 

| that she must mean so-and-so, a Turkish nano which Source has forgotten, and that 

! hs visited SKQPUE every Friday and 3tajod with a rich .Ibaniun called RUSTSKBEG. 

1 - ' This man had done some work as an agont of STR.jriIJ-Si.JJ3R, but when Source took 

over ho had ooasod to use him as he did not trust him; ho went on tho assumption 
that roost of tho woll-to-do Albanians had pro-Allied sympathies, About mid Jan 
44 both' the BOTEAs cane to Source and said that DIGN had been soen going into 
'i RUSTEliBBG 1 a house, and on coming out had got into a srnal 1 car driven by a 

chauffeur and gone off, Drey had scon tho car again a littlo later in tho main 
! square, and had taken down its number. A short time lator Sgra BOTEV saw 
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HUSTEKBHJ in the Macedonia Restaurant, and. soon cftor BITjU oaiiYL. in. Ho 3 aw 
Sgra BOTCA there, and rn.de a 3 ign to lior to com outoido. 

Ha thon took her to u largo oar dram up in o. side street and told her 
to gat in. He thon told iher that sho was playin': a dangerous game, and that 
ahe seemed to bo getting in his way now as she did once bofaro in ATHENS. Ho 
asked her vhat jho was doing in SKOPLJE , and said ho imagined that 3 ho was working 
for the Germans. Sgra B0Tt\ did not answer this, but said that she atti her 
husband were anxious to got to ITnLi' as Boon as posaiblo, and wanted first to 33 
to BARI, vdioro she had relatives. BIT.-N then asked her if she would bo 
prepared to take sobs letters for him to Hull whon sho went, and sho said that -she 
would. He also asked hor why she did not turn ovor to working for him, but she 
said she oould not dccido inuodintcly, and arranged to leave e noto for hin in 
the lottor-boi outsidq hor door, where sho told him also to leave any letters ho 
might wont hor to taka to BARI, in oase he oould not uanago to see her again. 

After hearing this account Source sot out to trace the two oars described 
to him by Sgra BOTH.. The seoond and largor cor was not traced, though a largo 
oar vdth the nurbor plate given by Sgra BOTTA .was found to be laid up in SOFIA; 
its description did not tally with that given by her. The smaller car was found 
to bolong to the Bulgarian Police in ySLE3. The polico admitted, after first 

donying it, that til in oar had been in SKOPLJE on the day in qu03tion, as the 
chauffour had been given permission to go in it to SKQEUE, where he was getting 
married. Tho polico denied that anyone answering to BITAff 1 3 description had been . 
in the oar, and said that tho only passenger had boon the Turkish consul in 
SKOPLJE. 

' This mystery was nevor cloared up. Source told both the EOTTAs to remain 

in SKOHjJE and. watoh out for DITAN, but he never appoared again. 3oon after Souroe 
left SKDPLJE to take-over III F in SOFLt, at end Feb or beg i-ar 44, both the 
BOTIAa ware sent to HALT, where they were for a tins. with III P Ast IlvilEN, 
later with Referat Iv/lII/F BdS ITALIAN, before joining VI Z IXkLIEII in Sep 44. 

(5) Other Agents ' , 

Apart from the rich Albanian SUSTEMBHl mentioned above, who had 
•provided SELiTH-SAGER with information on Albanian circles before ho was dis- 
missed by Souroe in Jun A3, there wore throe or four other Albanians who gavs 
information’ on Albanian partisans ard political movements; one of them was a Dr. 
in TIRANA, Thorc vraro in addition a few Serbs or i.acedonians who provided 
. inforention on tho TITO, and uJJJulILOVIC forces, 1 Source cannot reixitiier tho 
nomas of any of these. Thoy also gave some information on the Bulgarian policy 
in MACEDONIA and in the neutral zone between Northern GREECE and 3ULa4HJ4.. (, 

Through them Source established, for instance, that the Bulgarians wore trunping 
up oxpuses to 3ond troops into the area, alleging atrocities on the part of the 
Greeks, and were themselves 0 omitting atrocities against them. ■ The Mufti of 
TETOVO told Source in early 44 that hesas prepored to give him information on 
political and church cirolos, but Source loft before ho had given a report. A 
Macedonian priest from SKDPLJE wan also tales n on by Source in late 43 and sent 
to an OT unit near the Groek frontier at SERES to collect information on 
Bulgarian intentions. 

Through some of these agents Source ease to know of the existence of a 
British LO to MKHAIMVIC or TITO 60 knis South-East of SKOPLJE, and. another 100 
kms South-West of SKOPLJE. He also hoard that there was a party of about 13 . 

British troops, in uniform, vho were in touch with Albanian resistance groups 
in DEBAR, and ha set out -with a small party to try to oontaot then. Ho cold 
aoross them between KICETO and DEBAR, (this wes towards the ona of 43) > but they 
esoapod by hiding in a ditch. ’ Latex Soured hoard that about 15 British troops 
hod boon killed in a German nopping-up operation in tho area, and assumed that . 
they wore the ones he had triod to find hiusclf . Source al3o knew through 
Funkabwahr reports that u Major HUNTER was LO i,lth ICOGLilLOVIC and a British 
offioer, cover nano "SOSTINOVK", was ’..dth TITO. Ho did not succeed in finding 
out more details through his agents. 
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(d) Source’s poriod. at SOFLl. Hot - ,.u-; 44 

m 

Major FnDlAN, ttuj Loiter III, died in hospital at cnit Fob 44, end 
Souroc was ordered from Konot Vest I :u>d III to take his place. In f..ct ho did 
very little, as for ono thing Oborst 7i.GlTSR , the KO Loiter, iiuallcd a good deal 
of tho III work hirasolf, an ho did not •.' l ,pcur to trust Source in this field, and 
in tho second plnco a Great doal of tiro v/aa taken up in trying to fora and estab- 
lish tho Btatus of tho III Trupps after Hay 44. < 

Souroa was ooncerned chiefly vdth trying to find out tiio intentions of 
tho Bulgarian Government with regard to an ^irmiutioe, and in this fiold ho 
liaised closely vdth tho diet VI representative in SOFIA, S3 Qbor or Hauptsturmfuohrer 
KOP, who was camouflaged as tho representative uf c. German firm. Souroo’s chiof 
informant in this fiold was a Bulgarian journalist called AIL., vho was employed 
by tho KO os an o 3 tenniblo liaison van botr/ccn tho Bulgarian ggvcrnLont end tho 
Allied 1.3. in ISTANBUL. Ho was working from at least 43. When tho Bulgarians 
learnt that ho v/aa used by the KO as an ostensible liaison man for then, they 
approached RILA and suggested that ho should from then on act as a ,';onuino 
representative of theirs in his contacts with the Allied I.S. RILA agroed, but 
reported nil that transpired to tho KO. In oarly 44 certain members of tho 
Bulgarian Government woro sounding Allied roaotions to a separate peace with 
BULGARIA, and RILA reported on tho possibilities of success. Sourco doos not 
know vdth vhoo ho 7/as in contact in 1 3TANBUL , but on tho basis of the information 
ho brought, Source reported to BERLIN that it soonod very likoly that an 
Arnistico botwoen BULGARIA and tho Allies would be concluded very shortly. 

RILA, also had contacts with the Turkish Proas Attache in SOFLl, C3CEN, 
whom ho suspected of •collecting informtion against GERMANY for TURKEY' and 
probably far the Allies. • Source does not know agy details of this. The KD 
had ogonts in all tho Foreign Legations in SGFL'l, but as Sourco 1 s work in this 
period in SOFIA was so rosiricted ho can give very little information. . An 
Obltn KRAUSS handled a team of V/hite Hrasians vho brought in information about 
tho Russian Legation, and vfoat was bclievod to bo a complete list of persons in 
contact with the Logation, whether for espionage or not was not known, had been 
prepared on the basis of t’ois information. 

During this period, in Apr/ilay 44, Source v/as v olso concerned vdth the 
play-back of a British \i / T operator captured by the Bulgarians (see para 5). 

(e) Relations with the Bulgarians 1 

a largo number of Bulgarian police officials and othor state employees 
wore in the pay of the KQ, and tho operations of tiro KO v/cro well known to the 
Bulgarian Government. The Bulgarians tile ms elves kept close v/atoh on Foreign 
Legations and Consulates, but there v/as no official exchange of information, so 
far as Sourco knows, on results obtained. On two occasions known to Source a 
British officer and HCO rosixs ctivoly who had been arrested by the Bulgarians woro 
handed over to the KO at the rcciuc-st of the Germans (see para 5)- In Bulgarian - 
MACEDONIA Sourco had to report his agents to tho Bulgarian police or Airy, 
authorities, as unloss they ware supplied vdth proper Bulgarian travel warrants 
they ran the risk of boing shot. Source's relations vdth tho Bulgarians in 
SKDFLJE wore bad, beoause they objeoted to certain reports he mode on their policy 
in the neutral zone and on Army personnel deserting to the partisans. They also 
tried to browbeat some' of his lesser agonts into v/or’d-ng for them, but without 
success. 



5. British nn.rr.aY isrsonnel interrogated by Germans in Bulgaria 

(a) Captain MORGAN 

Sourco read a report of this case, which was handled in SOFIa. On 
5 Hay 43 a British Captain MQRGiN had boon captured by tho Bulgarians, with a 
British (?) Ti/T operator, often juicing by porachnto rear KICEVD. Thoy had been 
sent by the British IIS. in CAIRO. Thoir mission was to got in touch with the 
son of TRBIC, a Macedonian MP nov/ in CAIRO, who had run an espionage network for 
.tho Allies in the last v/ar, ard to sot vp ono on similar linos in JUGOSLAVIA.

(Souroo d.003 not know if thi!'3 TRDIC in CAIRO is identical vdtii tho agent ..TRBKJ 
mentioned in para. 2 c iv). './hen they v/cra captured the V//T sot wan not with 
then, but Captain MORGAN gave the address of a" house whore ha said it had boon 
hidden. A Serb, was sent by the Bulgarians to fotch tho sot, but ivhon ho coao 
book ha reported that it was not there. This turn later turned up early in V*. 
with tho MKH.ULOVIC Bergstab 153(?) which had been pomtrated by "SOKOL", and 
So\jroo assumed that .tho am had deliberately lied about the set as ho was on tho 
Allies ' side. - 

Captain MORGaN and tho H/T operator uoro interrogated by tho ICO in SOFIA, 
after being handed over by the Bulgarians, but Souroo does not know of their 
disposal, 

fb) Hay-back of British M/T Operator. 



In Apr or Key 14 Souroo was inforr.od by an Obltn of tho Funkabwehr 
with HQ in a villa noar SOFIA, that tho Bulgarians hod captured two British HCOs 
one of thorn a fl/ T operator, who had boon active with partisan bands north of 
SOFIA. Oio Bulgarian polico had at first said that both .Jon hod been shot, but 
lator handed ovor tho YyT operator to the Funknbwchr for interrogation. Souroo 
does not know about tho fate- of the other ICO. Undor interrogation tho tf/T 
oporator revoolod that ho had boon dropped with tho other NCO and an affioar by 
the I.S. in CAIRO, and had the job of liaising vdth partisan, chiofly Comnunist 
bands in BULflARIA.

The operator revealed details of tho organisation of the band to whioh 
ho was attached, and agreed to bo played bank to CAIRO provided ha was not asked 
to give awny information that would ham his comrades. The case was handled by a 
/ I^nkabwahr unit under an Obltn whoso name Souroo does not know, and ho never had 
anything to do with the oase directly himself. Massages wero sont to CAIRO 
giving information on the partisan band, and vdthout tho knowledgo of the oporator 
the Carmans added tho phrase at tho ond of the firot signal "I am alono"; they 
hoped that this would induce tho control to promiso to sond another man. In 
fact another non was promised, and arrangements for a rendezvous were' made, which 
l woro kept from the oporator; two planes circlod ovor the agreed location in May 
or Jun Mt, felt flew off without dropping anyone. Souroo thinks s coo thing had 
gone wrong with tlio landing signals prepared by tho Germans, ■ Not long after - 
this CAIRO said that they oould not manage to send anyone cl3o, and advised the 
oporator to leave SOFIA and try and got to TURKEY', from whore he oould return to 
ME, Sourco dooo not know of tho ultimate disposal of the oporator, but i3 sure 
that ho was not handed over again to the Bulgarians. r
